Cory firm on bases talks 


MANILA, March 19, (UPI): President Corazon 
Aquino today rejected calls from lawmakers for the 
cancellation of exploratory talks next month on the 
future of key US military bases in the Philippines. 

US officials over the weekend raised the pos- 
sibility Washington would pull its military installa- 
tions out of the Philippines within a year if no 
mutually acceptable arrangement was reached on a 
renewal of US base rights, which expire in 1991. 

Congressmen regarded statements by Defence 
Secretary Dick Cheney and U$ Pacific Commander 
Adm. Huntington Hardisty as threats and urged 
Aquino to scrap upcoming talks with the United 
States and instead serve a notice of termination of 
the bases pacL 

“It is essential that we do have these exploratory 
talks so that the Philippine side can also present its 


plans and also indicate again the (termination) of 
the present bases agreement in 1991." Aquino said. 

“This is also in the matter of the shortfall (in aid 
levels of $96 million this year) we mil bediscussingin 
the exploratory talks (which) will go on and as 
scheduled either on April 1 8 or 1 9,” Aquino said. 

Washington has pledged to provide the Philip- 
pines $962 million in aid in the last two years of the 
treaty covering six facilities, including the huge 
Clark Air Base and Subic Bay Naval Complex. 

Cheney said on Saturday in Washington it was 
unlikely the US Congress would approve the sig- 
nificant increase in compensation that the Philip- 
pines was requesting in return for renewing the bases 
treaty. The bases are manned by some 1 4,500 service 
personnel.

Japanese 
satellite 
orbits moon 

TOKYO, March 19, (Reuter): 
Japan became the third nation to 
send a craft into lunar orbit 
today when its Hagoromo 
spacecraft swung by the moon at 
a distance of 1 6,000 kms (10,000 
miles). 

Aftera five-and-one-half week 
journey during which scientists 
fine-tuned the craft's trajectory, 
Hagoromo moved into a tight 
lunar orbit at 2004 GMT yester- 
day. 

A larger mother spacecraft 
which had jettisoned Hagoromo 
30 minutes earlier entered a lar- 
ger orbit around the earth. 

“We've taken one step for- 
ward toward planetary mis- 
sions," said Yasunori Mato- 
gawa. 

The mission aims to develop 
expertise in harnessing the 
gravity of the moon to land 
spacecraft on it or to swing them 
deeper into space to rendezvous 
with Venus or with comets. Such 
missions are being contemplated 
for later this decade. 

Hagoromo, named after a 
feather robe which in Japanese 
legend was worn by a celestial 
nymph, also explored a trajec- 
tory similar to one planned for 
the next mission by ISAS. 

The geotail satellite is due to be 
launched in the next mission in 
July, 1992 to investigate solar 
particles which generate auroras. 

Today's swing-by made Japan 
the third nation after the United 
States and the' Soviet Union to 
send a spacecraft into orbit 
around the moon. 

Hagoromo is the first 
spacecraft to visit the moon since 
the unmanned Soviet Luna 24 
landed on the lunar surface in 
August, 1 976. The first lunar fly- 
by was on March 3, 1959 by the 
US Pioneer 4 spacecraft 


dead. 

In another incident near 
Amritsar, the Sikh holy city, five 
members of one family were kid- 
napped yesterday.

At least 397 people have been 
killed so far this year in Punjab by 
the Sikh militants, who say they 
need their own nation to combat 
what they call political and social 
discrimination by the govern- 
ment. 

India was established as a 
secular nation after attaining 
independence from. Britain in 
1947. But Hindus, who make up 
82 per cent of the population, 
dominate the government. 


India imposes

NEW DELHI. March 19: India’s 
Finance Minister MadhuDanda vale 
imposed higher taxes on several 
items and announced many conces- 
sions to ner an additional revenue of 
Rs 1 ,959 crores during 1990-9 1 in the 
National Front government’s 
maiden budget presented to 
parliament today. 

Among the items on which higher 
taxes have been proposed are petrol, 
cars, microwave ovens, washing 
machines, audio systems, video cas- 
sette recorders and cooking ranges. 
Duties on items like refrigerators and 
airconditioners have also been 
raised. 

Air travel will now be costlier with 
a 10 percent tax on the fare. Prices of 
postal stationery like printed post 
cards and inland ca rds have also been 
jacked op. 

Dandavate has raised the exemp- 
tion limit for personal income taxa- 
tion from Rsl 8,000 to Rs 22,000 per 
annum, taking nearly a million per- 
sons out of the tax net Further, the 
lowest rate of income tax of 20 per 
cent has been extended from the 
present limit of Rs25.000 to 


Rs30,000. 

The Finance Minister has contin- 
ued the eight per cent surcharge, 
making it applicable to taxable 
incomes beyond Rs75,000 against 
the present limit ofRs50,000. He also 
announced several changes in the 
existing schemes of tax incentives to 
promote savings. 

Dandavate has proposed a twin 
strategy to ensure _ better compliance 
of corporate taxation. He established 
major incentives like investment all- 
owance and investment deposit 
account lo close the escape route for 
the corporate sector to go out of the 
tax net. The rale for widely held 
domestic companies has been fixed at 
forty per cent, with corresponding 
changes in rates for other domestic 
companies. 

Dandavate has estimated the 
deficit for 1990-91 at Rs7,206 crores, 
against the budget estimates of Rs 
7,337 crores and revised estimates of 
Rs ] 1 ,750 crores for the current year. 

There is a substantia] increase in 
the provision for defence services at 
Rsl 5,750 crores. a direct result of the 
situation on the Indian borders.

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Thieves steal 
masterpieces 


BOSTON, March 19. (Agencies): 
Thieves disguised as policemen stoic 
hundreds ofraillions of d o liars worth 
of European masterpieces, including 
Rembrandt’s only known marine 
painting, from a private museum 
after overpowering guards yester- 
day, authorities said. 

The thieves, who handcuffed, 
maced and blindfolded the security 
guards, seized a dozen artworks from 
the museum, including Rembrandt's 
“Storm on the Sea of Galilee," a 
Vermeer oil entitled “The Concert,” 
three Degas sketches, a Manet paint- 
ing and a 12th century BC Chinese 
bronze vase. 

The Vermeer painting was one of 
only 30 in die world and die Rem- 
brandt oil the only known seascape 
by the artist, the museum said. The 
thieves also stole a second oil paint- 
ing and an etching by Rembrandt. 

The two thieves told security 
guards at Boston’s Isabella Stewan

Gardner Museum that they were 
checking in report of a disturbance 
when they arrived after midnight. 

The guards were discovered hand- 
cuffed and blindfolded by a cleaning

Associate museum curator Karen 
Haas said the stolen masterpieces 
were considered lo be worth hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. 

“The museum is insured but we are 
doing everything we can to get the 
word out in hopes of getting these 
back.” Haas told Reuters. 

She said the thieves did not 
damage other art works in the 
museum, boused in a replica of a 
Venetian Palazzo. 

Gardner was the widow of a 19th 
century Boston tycoon who devoted 
her later years to buifdinga collection 
of old masters and impressionist 
paintings and Oriental pieces. 

“They were people who knew what 
they wanted and were adept at this 
type of crime." Boston polioe spokes- 
man James Jordan said.

Designers treading water as ’90s open 


PARIS. March 19, ( Reuter): Daunted by the challenge 
of the 1990s, many fashion designers appear to be 
resting on their laurels and uncertain of their future 
direction. 

French designer Christian Lacroix’ autumn and 
winter collection yesterday, a typically rich pot-pourri 
of fabrics, textures and colours, had more than a 
passing resemblance to his spring and summer offering 
in October. 

The lines between the seasons are beginning to blur, 
and so is the divide between individually-tailored haute 
couture and mass-produced ready-to-wear. 

Most of Lacroix’ pret-a-porter now looks ornate 
enough to have priced itself out of the mass market. 

Jewelled lassies swung from Spanish hats, gold 
shone from necklaces, earrings, brooches and boots, 
coloured stones were sewn into hats and handbags and 
tweed jackets were woven with glitter threads or sewn 
with sparkling designs. 

A velvet jacket with a provencal print was worn over 
highland tartan slacks, and shawls and capes were lined 
with “Wild West” fringes in a collection the stylist 
.described as suited to the nomads of modern life. 

Lacroix has lost none of his daring feel for colours, 
successfully combining a bright fusebia jacket with a 
red velvet hood and rust-coloured suede boots. 

But the end result was too rich for many tastes and 
some of the strongest outfits were the simplest — tight' 
black leggings worn under a little trapezium jacket in 


Lacroix' signature pink or a clinging harlequin cat-suit 
of multicoloured lozenges. 

The pink cropped up again with Italian designer 
Enrico Coveri. who has clearly decided this winter will 
be a riot of colour — fuschia, : v Tiaio. orange, pink, 
mauve, yellow — anything hi 1 : black. 

Coven's collection was a tribute to the 1960s. 
Models with cindy -doll hair styles swung onto the 
catwalk in sleeveless mini dresses, belted low at the hips 
and draped with gold-chained medallions. 

Coveri, who drew an audience of Italian person-

vogue. 

Japanese designer Issey Mi. ;<ke spent very little time 
on wearable clothes on Saturday before launching into 
an obsessive tale of pleats, pleats and more pleats. 

After a “deconslructivist" line where be pulled 
trouser suits apart and attached the remaining pieces of 
lapel and torso together with braces, Miyake indulged 
in his favourite hobby — creating works of art out of 
intricate ruffs and tucks.

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Ligachev ridicules Gorby policies 


MOSCOW, March 19, (UPI): Politburo 
hardliner Yegor Ligachev ridiculed Mik- 
hail Gorbachev's agricultural plans for 
private homesteads, his concept of a com- 
mon civilisation in Europe and his reform 
of the party, the Pravda newspaper said 
yesterday. 

Ligachev' s speech at the Central Com- 
mittee plenum last week, published by the 
daily Communist Party newspaper, was 
his most forceful and bitter criticism of the 
Soviet President's policies seen in print in 
the country. 

He said creating the post of president of 
the Soviet Union was necessary “but by 


itself the post will not bring the country * 
of its deep crisis. This can be done only 


die Communist Party and the Soviets 
(republican parliaments and city coun- 
cils)." 


Ligachev also said he fully supported 
the Congress of People's Deputies resolu- 
tion that Lithuania's declaring indepen- 
dence was illegal and invalid. 


He said that Gorbachev's plans for 
private fanning would not feed the nation 
in 10 years, that socialism was being 
sacrificed in Eastern Europe making Nato 
stronger and that the ruling Communist 


Party was being transformed into a social 
democratic body. 

Ligachev, now in charge of agriculture, 
said the countryside needs material and 
financial infusions not laws about leaving 
die collective farms to set up private horn- 
steads. 

“The countryside is so technically and 
socially backward, and the material base 
for preserving and processing agricul- 
turals products has bran so neglected that 
without significant increases m financial 
help and deliveries of farming material, 

there can be no talk of a sufficiency of food 

products for five to 10 years,” he said. 


“But there are those who say, let us grve 
the peasants the land, let us make them 
masters of the land and everything will 
start to take off,” he said. 

“I also want the peasants to be the 

masters of their land, but to put it simply, a 

pitchfork and a shovel, are just not enough 
to feed the country." 

He also said that certain forces were 
using the slogans of perestroika to turn the 
Communist Party into a Social 
Democratic Party, to introduce private 
property and restore capitalist produc- 
tion, all the time pointing to Eastern 
Europe's example.

The report said last year's vic- 
tims included Lt. Igor KLholos- 
tyakov. stabbed 14 times while 
returning to his unit one night; 
Maj. Sergei Kommissarov, 37, a 
research worker in an institute; 
Capt. Lt. Sergei Zadoyan, 27, a 
submariner murdered while 
home on leave; Lt. Col. Vladimir 
Bazhanov. 38. commander of a 
road construction battalion, 
stabbed 12 limes.

Soviet Union leaving Mongolia as it found it — an impoverished orphan 


ULAN BATOR, March 19, (Reuter); The 
Soviet Union is relinquishing its 69-year- 
old role as Mongolia’s debt-mother, but. 
many people here say it is leaving the 
country as it found it — an impoverished 
orphan. 

Newly former democratic parties and an 
emboldened official press have in recent 
months launched an unprecedented 
deluge of criticism against Moscow, and 
the government seems content to let the 
acrimony continue, 

“I do not think it is wrong to criticise 
(the Soviet Union) since shortcomings in 
our relations do exist,” said Gombo- 
shaviyn Otshirbat in his first news con- 


ference last week after being elected gen- 
eral secretary of the Communist Party. 

The Soviet Red Army marched into a 
war ravaged and starving Mongolia in 
1921. It quickly eradicated all foreign 
infl uence, particularly Chinese and Japan- 
ese, and nurtured an obedient government 
loyal to Moscow's command. 

Over the next seven decades the Soviet 
Union built almost all of Mongolia's 
infrastructure, trained its personnel, sup- 
plied loans and grants which remain its 
economic lifeblood and provided a market 
for 85 per cent of the landlocked country’s 
exorts. 

But it also presided over the desecration 


of Buddhist monasteries, the killing of top 
monks, political purges, the suppression of 
Mongolian culture and the creation of a 
social system giving resident Soviets 
privilege denied local people. 

“Our relationship is very complicated,” 
said a journalist working (or the official 
Monstame News Agency. 

“It is somethinglike the relationshipof a 
cruel stepmother to an orphan she does not 
like but is f orced to keep," said the journal- 
ist who did not want to be identified. 

Mongolia's role as a buffer between the 
Soviet Union and China is also less vital 
now than in tire 1960s when Soviet and 
Chinese troops dashed across their dis- 


puted common borders. 

This vast territory of desert and moun- 
tains three times the size of France shares a 
long southern border with China and is 
surrounded elsewhere by the Soviet 
Union. 

Last May, China and the Soviet Union 
repaired a 30-year-old rift, making Mon- 
golia less importan t to Moscow, diplomats 
said. 

Moscow agreed this month to complete 
a withdrawal of a total of 65,000 Soviet 
troops by the end of 1991. 

But as the disliked military presence 
ends, so will Soviet credit and technical 
assistance.

NEWTON, Massachusetts, March 19, (AP): A new, 
voice-activated “typewriter*" is a science- fiction 
dream-lurned-reaiity that promises to boost produc- 
tivity and open a world of opportunity for toe han- 

^^TDragondictate voice-typewriter, which was 

bang formally unveiled today by Dragon Systems Inc., 

isbflfod as the first of its kind in the world. 

“My only regret isthatyour product didn’t comeout 
20 years ago,” Frank Whitney, a quadriplegic 
Maryland computer scientist, told the company m a 
fetter written on the system. Whitney has used the 
system for the past year. 


The “typewriter," which consists of software and a 
speech -recognition circuit board for personal com- 
puters, allows users to create memos, manuscripts and 
other documents by speaking instead of typing. Users 
speak intoa microphone and see text appear on a video 
screen at the rate of 35 words a minute. 

The 59,000 system can recognise 30,000 words and 
adapt itself to individual speakers. Until now, voice- 
activated systems had not been able to recognise more 
than 5,000 words. 

The commands are simple. To turn off the system, 
one says, ‘"voice console; Go to sleep.” To turn it on, 
the command is “voice console: wake up.” 


Bushmen

WASHINGTON, March 19, 
(AP); Disagreement inside 
President George Bash’s adminis- 
tration over the future of drastic 
changes in the Soviet Union is 
raising new questions about the 
size of the US defence budgeL 

CIA director Wil&am Webster 
testified earlier this month that 
political changes in the Soviet bloc 
are irreversible, bnt Defence 
Secretary Dick Cheney has main- 
tained that Moscow coukl reas- 
sure its former confrontational 
pose. 

Treasury Secretary Nicholas 
S. Brady said yesterday the 
administration is sticking with 
Cheney's proposed $3.2-biIlion 
cut in inflation-adjusted defence 
spending for fiscal 1991 beginning 
next Oct 1. 

Kit Webster’s testimony is one 
judication of disagreement within 
the administration, partiariazfy 
between Cheney and White House 
budget director Richard Darraan, 
over whether bigger defence cuts 
might be acceptable. 

A senior White House official 

who refused to allow his name nsed 
was quoted by the New York 
Times yesterday as saying the 
“irreversfbffity” of changes in the 
Soviet Union makes deeper 
mifitary spending cuts possible. 

The newspaper quoted senior 
administration officials as saying 
they were willing to acquiesce to 
total cats of $10 bOlfon to 11 
billioii, bat adding that Cheney 
was fi ghting “the emerging con- 
sensus” for such cuts. 

Such a cut would produce a 
fiscal 1991 defence budget of $296 
bflBon to 297 bflfion, roughly tire 
same as this year, compared to the 
S303-biHioo spending plan that 
Bosh submitted to Congress in 
January. 

Brady yesterday called the 
Times story inaccmate, saying, 
“Tve sat in all of tbese discussions 
and there has been no talk about a 
$1 0-billion cut.” 

Meanwhile, senate budget com- 
mittee chairman Jim Sasser 
called for a S20-bfllion cut in the 
military budget or “3 per cent less 
for defence than what we spent last 
year.” 

Bolstering the case for further 
slashes in defence spending was a 
comment by die House of 
Representatives’s Armed Services 
Committee chairman last week. 

Representative Les Aspin said 
tire US military now believes the 
United Statics and its allies cmdd 
fight and hold off the Soviet Union 
in Europe without resorting to 
nodear weapons. 

“I look at this net assessment 
and I say, we win. We can go the 
otter way. Nato wins, the good 
guys win,” Aspin said. 


Floods kill 8, 
leave 3,500 
homeless 
in Alabama 

ELBA, Alabama, March 19. (AP): 
Two days of flooding across south 
Alabama left at least 3,500 people 
homeless and killed eight others by 
yesterday and one town remained a 
muddy pond a day after its levee 
failed. 

“I cannot begin to imagine every- 
thing that's beat lost or damaged," 
said US Rep. Bill Dickinson after 
taking a helicopter tour of Elba, 
where 1.500 people were evacuated 
after the Pea river levee ruptured 
Saturday. 

Sixteen inches (40 centimetre) of 
rain had fallen in the area in the two 
days before the earthen barrier gave 
way. Water covered all but the tops 
of first-story windows at the Coffee 
county courthouse, and the city's 
three public schools were still sub- 
merged. 

About 45 miles (72 kilometres) 
downst earn in Geneva, emergency 
workers shored up another levee and 
continued evaucating residents, who 
started leaving their homes Friday 
night. 

Rivers throughout southern 
Alabama swelled to as much as 21 
feet (6.S metres) above flood levels 
yesterday as the water from the 
nearly non-stop rains drained 
toward the Gulf of Mexico. 

• A small aftershock of the quake 
that rocked Upland last month j oiled 
southern Californians awake early 
yesterday, but no damage or injuries 
were reported. 

The aftershock struck at 5:56 am 
(1356GMT)and measured 3.3 on the 
Richter scale, said Robert Finn, a 
spokesman for the California Ins- 
titute of Technology in Pasadena. 

Its epicentre was 3 miles (5 
kilometres) northwest of Upland, he 
said.

RABAT, March 19, (Reuter): 
Morocco and the European 
Community began talks in 
Rabat today in a bid to defuse a 
dispute with Spain over fishing 
rights in Morocco's coastal 
waters. 

A row blew up on March 8 
when Spanish fishing fleets 
began a blockade of southern 
ports in Spain to protesta tenfold 
increase in fines imposed by 
Morocco for fishing violations. 

A senior government official 
said Morocco would not neces- 
sarily impose the maximum fines 
set in January, which range from 
625 to $1 million depending on 
the gravity of the offence and the 
size of the vessel involved. 

He said Morocco was willing 
to reach an accommodation ana 
give foreign fleets legal guaran- 
tees under the four-year fishing 
accord signed in 1988 with the 
EEC. 

“We have accepted Spam's 
request for today's meeting as a 
token of goodwill,'’ he added. 

The agreement allows about 
700 boats based in southern 
Spain and the Canary Islands 
and 75 from Portugal to operate 
in Moroccan coastal waters.

Quoting local bankers, a daily said that 
bank officials had decided to cancel the 
unified price followingthe infusion oflocal 
exchange companies with hard currencies 
by the Central Bank. This infusion of 
funds enabled these companies to compete 


with banks in pricing the dollar and has 
started a chain reaction amonglocal banks 
violating the unified pricing agreement. 

Opportunity 

Commenting on the issue, the Governor 
of the Central Bank, Sheikh Salem Abdul 
Aziz A1 Sabah said that he was dissatisfied 
with the agreement reached by the local 
banks and described their move as “a 
Cartel Operation”. However, the official 


stressed that the bank is capable of dealing 
with the situation in an effective m a nn e r . 

Money exchangers at local companies 
said that they will return to purchasing 
dollars from the local banks despite the 
opportunity to obtain dollars from the 
Central Bank. 

The bankers said that the cancellation of 
the unified rate price would result in banks 
making less profits from dollar selling 


operations, as the banks purchased this 
hard currency from the Central Bank and 
sold it to their clients at a marignal profit 
defined as equalling KD 4 for every 
$10,000. 

They added that the profit margin 
would drop to KD 2 for each 510,000 on 
the average and might sink deeper if com- 
petition grew stronger to reach a projected 
price of KD0.500.

Marriage eludes Palestinian 
girls in Kuwait: survey 


LATE marriages among females 
is almost common in certain 
types of societies. The word spin- 
ster seems to have a sharp impact 
on the minds of femalesafl over 
theworld. 

The spinstership phenomenon 
deserves more attention from us. 
Here we shed tight on spinster- 
hood among Palestinian females 
residing in Kuwait. The phen- 
omenon is yet considered a new 
trend for this community which 
prefers early marriages for 
females. What is the age limit 
when a woman is called a spin- 
ster? And what are the causes? 
who is responsible? the family, 
males or females ... Or is it cir- 
cumstances which the Palestin- 
ian community is currently pass- 
ing through.

Many Palestinians 'indicated 
that one of the main reasons lead- 
ing to spinstership, among 
females was due to the disinclina- 
tion of males towards marriage 
as a result of their poor financial

Institute (API) based in Kuwait 
to discuss (he developing of Arab 
exports. Dr Mohammed Said 
Abdul Aziz from Kuwait Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Industry 
submitted a work paper to the 
meeting about Arab policies to 
develop the commercial 
exchange among Arab countries 
and the role of Arab trade in 
developing the agricultural and 
industrial production in the 
Arab countries and also focused 
on the present situation of Arab 
commerce. The paper showed 
that Arab commerce accounts 
for 88 per cent of Arab local 
production during 1970s but 
retreated to 60.9 per cent in 1 987 
due to the drop in oil exports and 
retreat of imports of many Arab 
countries because of increasing 
debts.

It added that growth rate of 
Arab commerce was 4.3 percent 
between 1974 and 1987 against 
1.7 per cent for exports and 9.5 
per cent for imports.

Muslim scholars to 
lecture during Ramadan 


THE undersecretary of Ministry of Awqaf and Islamic Affairs 
Mohammed Naser Al Hamdhan has said that the ministry has 
invited a number of Muslim scholars to lecture on different 
Islamic topics during the Holy Month of Ramadan. He added 
that six scholars from Egypt, Syria and Sudan have agreed to 
participate and the ministry has also invited professors at the 
faculty of Sharia and Islamic Studies of Kuwait University to 
take part in these lectures. The ministry agreed with the faculty 
on a programme that includes seminars on children, youth and 
leisure time and a seminar about youths, morals and women. 
The scholars working in the ministry will also lecture during 
Ramadan, he said. 


Hamdhan pointed out that the ministry’s plan in building 
mosques copes with the general plan of the state. The plan is 
based on the expansion of housing areas or the establishment 
of new areas and said that the ministry builds 25 to 30 new 
mosques every year. These mosques are built from public 
money or from contributions of wealthy citizens. He added 
that there are about 800 mosques in Kuwait now which are 
expected to be increased to 1000 mosques at the end of this 
century. 


The ministry also rebuilds the old mosques or expands them 
because or increasing number of people in Kuwait. We also 
build special places and wards for women at the mosques, 
external toilets and covering the open yards of mosques. He 
added that most Imams of mosques are Arabs, specially from 
Egypt. There are 600 Imams working full time at these 
mosques, he said. 


Hamdhan pointed out that the ministry opened about 20 
centres to teach sciences of Holy Quran. He added that 6948 
students are studying in these centres. The male centres are 1 1 
and 2409 students are studying while women centres total 9 
that serve 4539 women. These centres coverall areas in Kuwait 
including Failaka Island. More centres are planned for the 
future, he said.

Better economy forecast 


THE chairman and managing 
director of Bank of Kuwait and 
’Middle East (BKME) Ali Al 
, Rashid was quoted as saying that 
tbcb^k’spoljcy aima at concha: 
'tratiag em the spread of conven- 
tional and developed banking 
services in the local market to 
coincide with the increase in the 
bank’s local and foreign invest- 
ment services and expanding the 
base of its international opera- 
tions by developing its invest- 
ment portfolios. 

In an interview with a local 
daily, the official said that the 
bank management is striving to 
increase its annual income which 
eventually will reflect on the 
shareholders rights. 

He was quoted as expecting 
that, the national economy will 
restore its activities during the 
current decade and attributed 
this prospect to the expected 
improvement in oil prices in the 
international market in addition 
to the political stability in the 
region and the overcoming of the 
effects of the Iraq-Iran war. 

To achieve the targetted goals, 
a balanced and realistic econ- 
omic policy must be set up the 
official said and added that this 
could be realised through draw- 
ing up of the necessary plans 
aimed at supporting Kuwait as a 
developed and effective financial 
centre which should realise tbe- 
ultimate utilisation of national 
resources. • 

Observers 

Replying to a question, the' 
official said thata lot of fina nc i a l 
observers were in agreement that 
investment funds were playing a 
main role in in vestment activities 
in international bourses. 

He clarified that this system 
could gain importance in a coun- 
try like Kuwait where expatriates 
represent themajority in the total 
population. Unfortunately, he 
s pin this majority was not all- 
owed to participate in the invest- 
ment operation. He added that 
the provision of the necessa r y 
opportunities of investments for 
expatriates through investment 
funds will definitely support the 


market and help finance local 
development projects. He 
clarified .that the proposed funds 
. will pro,vide the necessary 
" q liqitidiiy. which could be suf- 
'■vficient for local investment 

. operations and this will 
encourage local investors to seek 
the necessary finance required 
for their projects. 

He hoped that the law organis- 
ing the activities of these funds 
will be enacted soon, adding that 
an official control onits activities 
should be imposed. 

Replying to a question 
whether the Central Bank shall 
allow local banks to distribute 
bonus shares or not, the official 
said that this issue fell within the 
. duties of the board of directors of 
the local banks and in the fram- 
ework of the general policy setup 
by the Central Bank. He 
clarified, however, that the dis- 
tribution of bonus shares was 
connected in general with several 
objectives such as the increasing 
of relevant banks capitals ana 
improving of the market value of 
the shareholders investments 
which shall eventually increase 
. the share prices. 

He commented that the dis- 
tribution of bonus shares will 
prevent the retreat of local banks 
share prices. 

Risks 

On the description that the 
Kuwaiti banks were now 
exposed to more risks, the 
official categorically denied this 
rumour, clarifying that Kuwaiti 
banks have never been con- 
sidered within high risk. He 
added, conversely, the local 
banks were enjoying as inter- 
national reputation and were 
deemed as the best regional 
banks. He pointed out that 
Kuwait’s bank guarantees and 
lettera of credits were entertained 
everywhere, adding thatKuwaiti 
banks were sole banks through- 
out the world that had been 
guaranteed by the state. 

He pointed out that EEC 
countries had recently classified 
banks working in Europe and 
bad suggested two groups of 


banks in the world the first of 
which groups EEC countries, 
USA, Japan and Saudi Arabia 
while the second groups the other . 
countries' 'Including Kuwait; 
clarifying that riich a classifica- 
tion had been exposed to several 
ifrfmir*! criticisms, adding, that 
this classification will be subject 
to some revisions before the final 
endorsement by the authorities 
concerned m Europe. 

Workforce 

Commenting on the Central 
Bank’s suport to be extended to 
the local banks he said it will be 
conditioned by the increase of 
the national workforce in these 
banks. Local banks are keen to 
develop their activities and 
operations as well as the upgrad- 
ing of its technical apparatuses, 
referring that the national work- 
force constitutes a major role in 
the banks activities. 

He clarified^ that the local 
banks have done their part to 
develop national cadres and to 
increase the Kuwaiti employees 
percentage in the local batiks. 
The state represented by the Cen- 
tra] Bank is paying special con- 
cern to this vital issue and is striv- 
ing to surmount any obstacle 
that may impede the implemen- 
tation of this policy. 

Meanwhile, the official has 
expected that the state will con- 
tinue its support to the local 
banks through the support of the 
Banking Studies Institute to help 
increase the number of national 
graduates qualified to work in 
the banking sector. 

Evaluating, the bourse 
activities, the official commented 
that it is reflected trends and 
expectations of investors as well 
as the positions’of the companies 
registered in the stock market, 
clarifying that the volume of the 
activities is connected with such 
trends and the positions of these 
companies. 

He added, recently it has been 
noticed that most of the shares 
prices in the bourse were stable 
and only a few share prices had 
retreated.

I Border posts 
equipped to 
nab smugglers, 
says Ghanim

KUWAIT will shortly apply to 
join the International Customs 
Co-operation Council based in 
Brussels. This was confirmed 
yesterday by the director-general 
of the Public Customs Auth- 
ority, Ibrahim Al G hanim. 

Ghanim said that Kuwait will 
greatly benefit if it joined the 
Internationa] Customs Council 
as Kuwaiti customs men will be 
allowed to participate in impor- 
tant training courses held by the 
international organisation. He 
added chat Kuwaiti custom men 
will also gain good experience in 
the field of combatting drug 
smuggling through joining the 
international body. Ghanim said 
that the application with all 
necessary documents will be sub- 
mitted to the Deputy Premier 
and Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Sabah Ai Ahmed to submit the 
application to the International 
Customs Co-operation Council. 

Ghanim said that the border 
customs posts are now well 
equipped to confront drug smug- 
gling and other forms of smug- 
gling. He said that concentration 
is now directed at drug smug- 
gling and trading in order to 
prevent the young generation 
from its risks. But he stressed that 
this does not mean that the cus- 
toms department will ignore 
other forms of smuggling like 
arms, liquor and others. 

Border posts 

Ghanim said that the designs 
for the new border posts have 
been already approved; He said 
that the border posts to be establ- 
ished in Abdali, Salmi and 
Nuwaiseeb, the only border exits 
of Kuwait, will be the most 
modem in the world. He said that 
trucks carrying commodities and 
goods won't be allowed to enter 
Kuwait after completing the con- 
struction of the border posts. He 
said that this will activate the 
transportation movement in 
Kuwait, protect imported food 
materials from being spoilt, res- 
tricting to a great extent the 
smuggling operations, par- 
ticularly drug smuggling. 

Ghanim added that construc- 
tion in the new border posts will 
begin this year. They will greatly 
facilitate the movement of pas- 
sengers from and to Kuwait. 
Latest technological equipment, 
including computers will be sup- 
plied to the centres. Huge ware- 
houses to store all lands of 
imports will also be constructed 
ataiJ the three centres. 


MOH appointments 

THE Ministry of Health is con- 
sidering appointing all trainee 
pharmacists presently working 
at the ministry’s health centres 
and hospitals as full time 
employees. 

Quoting medical sources at the 
ministry, a local daily said that 
the ministry has suspended the 
appointment of pharmacists 
under the item on remunerations 
in response to instructions from 
the Civil Service Commission. 

Sources added that the issue 
has received the support from the 
minister himself and a meeting 
will be held within the coming 
few days to discuss the full fled- 
ged appointment of these trainee 
pharmacists.

Ateeqi talked about the Kuwait Society for Handicapped and said 
that the care that the soviet^ provides has enabled a large number of 
retarded children to enroll in special institutes to obtain necessary 
qualifications. He said that the qualification training course organised 
in 1986 in co-operation with several institutions in the country had 
achieved commendable results.

Missing the connection ...

WITH the advent of Ramadan and with the s umm er 
not loo far behind Kuwait-hosted conferences, sym- 
posia and seminars will soon enter a seasonal lull. 
Not that anyone will be distressed. 

International regional and national professional 
gatherings held in Kuwait, be they on energy, 
medicine or finance, are often boring and of little 
use. Participants complain that they fail to provide a 
lively exchange of information and new insights into 
the subject matter. 

As one speaker at this week's banking seminar 
said these meetings stand or fall on coffee break 
conversations when valuable contacts can be made 
and information exchanged. “The best part are 
lunches and dinners” quipped one expatriate 
accountant. 

Cynicism aside, they seem to produce too little to 
justify the money and time spent 

Not that Kuwait cannot attract the best speakers. 
But even top foreign professionals are not guarantee 
for a successful conference. 

Some speak at length about their speciality but 
are unable to make the aQ-important connection 
between their expertise and its application in 
Kuwait Their comments on the local aspects, if 
included, often amount to no more than a footnote. 

Those who are knowledgeable about the area 
tend to sidestep the real issues out of consideration 
for the host country or even worse because they are 
locked in a kind of a client - paymaster relationship. 

To prop up his academic discourse at a finance 
conference in Kuwait last year a California 
academic, advisingKuwaitis on their investments m 
Japan, cited the examples of Mexico and Taiwan. 
He could not be brought to speak of cases closer to 
home. 

“What we often get is either sales talk or indepth 
analysis of the Latin American situation” com- 
plained a Saudi-based banker who frequently 
attends meetings in the region. 

Risky 

In answer to such complaints a foreign finance 
expert addressing recently a group ofKuwaiti bank- 
ers said: “It is difficult for me to tell you about the 


banking system in Kuwait.” 

More than difficult it is risky. A few home truths 
could put personal reputations and company 
interests in the area al stake. 

The end result is that local participants feel they 
are being shortchanged and are naturally disgrun- 
tled. 

But the larger portion of the blame lies with the 
homegrown officials and experts. It is primarily 
their duty to set the tone at locally held international 
meetings. Yet, too often mid-level Kuwaiti and 
expatriate professionals are cowed into saying what 
they are told to say or altogether refrain from the 
discussion. There have been cases when “awkward" 
questions have not been answered, or even worse the 
inquirer was silenced. Die questioning of public 
policy and criticism are not looked upon kindly and 
are often replaced by platitudes. 

Workshops are not what they should be with 
some local participants showing overwhelming 
preference for being talked at than entering a discus- 
sion. 

If held in the afternoons, outside the working 
hours, they are poorly attended. 

Objectivity 

This is not exactly the fertile ground for foreign 
experts and it comes as no surprise that some cannot 
be bothered to prepare original material or update 
their papers for presentation in Kuwait 

Some openly admit that they save their best 
material for publication or announcement before a 
more authoritative audience usually in the West. 
The Arab experts as well are known to speak more 
freely and objectively at conferences outside the 
Arab world. 

Participation in some of the local seminars could 
be a costly affair and questions are being raised 
whether the participants are getting their money's 
worth. 

A two-day seminar/workshop meeting on Gulf 
Banking and Finance organised by the Middle East 
Economic Digest this week cost KDl 80. “Informa- 
tion is expensive, if you get it” said one banker who 
attended. 

If you don’t, it is better you attend food promo- 
tions and folk festivals. They cost less and at least 
your appetite is sated.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, March 
19, (.Reuter): Israel has discovered 
two tunnels linking the occupied 
Gaza Strip to Egypt used by smug- 
glers and illegal emmi grants, the 
army said today.

CAYENNE, French Guiana, March 19, (UPI): US 
Secretary of State James Baker said the next step in 
the Middle East peace process must be taken by 
Israel, whose government collapsed last week 
because of bitter divisions over an American plan to 
promote talks with the Palestinians. 

“What happens now is a matter for the Israelis to 
determine. It is an internal matter within Israel,” 
Baker told reporters aboard his plane en route to 
Windhoek, Namibia, for independence ceremonies. 

Baker’s remarks indicate he is not planning to 
undertake new efforts to push forward the peace 
process until Israeli political leaders are able to put 
together a new government. 

The Israeli Knesset, or parliament voted Thurs- 
day to bring down the government of Prime Mini- 
ster Yitfazak Shamir after the Israeli leader refused 
to compromise and accept Baker's proposal for a 
Pa I onian delegation to talks with Israel. 


“The Israeli Knesset focused on the real issue," 
Baker said. “The real issue ado we move forward to 
peace? That question remains there.” 

Baker had asked the Israeli government to allow 
the delegation to include Palestinians expelled from 
the occupied territories and Arabs from east 
Jerusalem who have a second residence in the West 
Bank. 

The delegation would meet with Israeli represen- 
tatives in Cairo to negotiate on a framework for 
elections in the territories. The elections would 
choose Palestinian representatives to negotiate with 
Israel on a final settlement for the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

Since the collapse of the government, Israeli 
President Chaim Herzog has been meeting with 
various political groups to determine which of the 
largest two parties. Labour or Shamir’s Likud, has 
the best chance of forming a new government.

’'There, the current plan lo release the 
hostages was sabotaged by Iranian har- 
dliners opposed to Rafsanjani, ABC 
correspondent Pierre Salinger reported. 


“The hostage leaders returned to 
Lebanon three days ago and one of the 
or ganis ations. Islamic Jihad, issued a 
statement saying the hostages wouldn t 
be released,” he said. “This position was 
confirmed at a secret meeting in Lebanon 
48 hours ago.” 

The sources were not further iden- 
tified. 

US government spokesman Alixe 
Glen said last night there would be no 

White House reaction to the report. 

There had been several weeks of hints 
that the hostage issue might be moving 
toward a solution until March 15 when 
Islamic Jihad threatened to kill three 
captive American educators unless its 
demands were met regarding Jewish 


immigration from the Soviet Union. The 
demands were not spelled out. 

The Tehran Times newspaper in Iran, 
which has close ties to Rafsanjani, said in 
recent editorials that the hostages should 
be freed on humanitarian grounds. 

Rafsanjani himself said he thought the 
issue was moving toward a solution. 


Also. Sheikh Mohammad Hussein 
Fadallah, spiritual guide of Hezbollah, 
said last month in a sermon that a 
humanitarian means of freeing the hos- 
tages must be found.

Tax proves her undoing 


Thatcher victim 
of own success 

LONDON, ( AP): In the streets, tax protesters burn Margaret That- 
cher’s effigy and in the inner sanctums of her nervous ‘Conservative 
Party there is talk of trying to dump her this autumn. 

Her closest supporters are convinced she will ultimately triumph, but 
the Thatcherite free-market revolution has hit its roughest patch since 
she swept to power in 1979. 

Thatcher has weathered tough spells before. But this time things 
look, dangerously different for the prime minister who has dominated 
Britain through the 1 980s and challenged its every institution, from the 
welfare state, through lawyer's monopolies to the labour unions. 

What began as a blip in inflation in the spring ofl 988 has turned into 
a crisis undermining the core of her political success: the sense she gave 
millions of Britons that even if they didn’t like her, she made them 
better off. 

“There was never a widespread acceptance of her enterprise cul- 
ture.” Robert Skidelsky, professor of international studies at Warwick 
University, said in an interview. 

Accepted 

“But she was accepted as a very strong leader, someone who had got 
the economy under control and brought a tremendous increase in living 
standards in real terms... suddenly afithat has started to come unstuck 
and her strongest claim to rule is undermined.” 

In the past 20 months, a doubling of interest rates in an attempt to 
curb inflation has sent the cost of home loans and other credit soaring. 
Hardest-hit are millions of new homeowners, small businesses and 
skilled blue-collar workers — people who symbolize Thatcherism 
itself. 

Meanwhile inflation, just 33 per cent two years ago, remains 
stubbornly high at around eight per cent. 

“In the beginning I thought her ideas were brilliant,” says Sheila 
Jackson, who lives with her husband, a 1 40-pound- a- week (230-dolIar- 
a-week) plaster, and two children on a public housing estate in 
Weymouth, southern England. 

“'We were going to buy our house this year. Now that’s on hold 
beca use of the interest payments... you feel you're getting nowhere with 
her. I'm ashamed to say I voted for her.” 

This sudden loss of spending power is worsened by a property tax 
reform that was supposed to tie Thatcherism’s master stroke, but is 
looking like a serious political miscalculation. 

By changing the system from graded levies on property to a straight 
head tax on every adult. Thatcher thought she could demonstrate to 
voters that Tories run local government more cheaply than the socialist 
opposition, the Labour Party. 

Poll tax 

Instead, the so-called poll tax is costing the average household about 
one-third more — 675 (SI 07) — from April I, and Thatcher is getting 
the blame. 

Demonstrators fought running battles with police and invaded town 
halls all over England, and the Conservatives have sunk to their lowest 
ratings for nearly two decades — up to 20 points behind Labour. 

It presents the 64-year-old prime minister with a fundamental 
quandary. 

She has built her prestige on a refusal to shirk unpopular measures 
for the sake of popularity. To back down is simply not in this grocer’s 
daughter’s nature. 

But unless she relents on the poll tax, she will alienate voters as well as 
members of her own party who fear for their seats in the next election. 

Many Britons have long regarded Europe’s first woman prime 
minister as dogmatic, bossy and extreme. Surveys marking her 10th 
anniversary in power last May showed majorities still oppose some key 
tenets of her mission to demolish socialism, such as selling off state- 
owned industries and reforming the national health, education and 
legal systems. 

But until now, the grocer's daughter from Grantham, a small town in 
central England, could demonstrate that whatever the intelligentsia 
thought, she was in touch with ordinary people: tough on crime, 
patriotic enough to wage war for an obscure colony like the Falklands 
Islands, strong enough to face down powerful trade unions. 

But the poll tax has made even her staunchest supporters wonder. 

“It was a blunder, putting at risk for the first time Mrs Thatcher's 
claim to be the authentic voice of middle England,” commented 
Peregrine Worsthorne in London's right-wing Sunday Telegraph. 

Writing off 

No one is writing off Thatcher’s chances of leading the Con- 
servatives to an unprecedented fourth successive victory at the next 
election, which must be held by mid- 1992. 

“I am very happy in the business I do, very happy indeed,” she said 
recently. 

Last November, however, she faced a challenger for the first time at 
the annual elect! on of party leader, and although she won handsomely, 
there is now at least a possibility that her critics will try again this year. 
If she loses, she automatically ceases to be prime minister. 

“The idea that Margaret Thatcher may no longer be prime minister 
by the autumn must now be taken seriously," said the respected weekly, 
the Economist. 

Favourite as successor is Michael Heseltine, 57, acharismatic former 
defence secretary who is projecting himself as the Tory who will usher 
in a kinder, gentler post-Thatchente age. 

Thatcher aides argue that inflation and interest rates will inevitably 
fall by year’s end, if only because the government must create a pre- 
el ection recovery. But even then, Thatcher seems in for a much tougher 
ride.

Boost to Kohl’s prospects 



EAST BERLIN, (Reuter): The conservative land- 
slide in East Germany’s first free elections on Sun- 
day was a ringing triumph for German unification, 
free market economics and West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl. 

The Alliance for Germany, a three-party coali- 
tion that Kohl cobbled together only in January, 
chalked up a projected 52 per cent of the vote on 
Sunday with slogans like “prosperity for all,” “we 
are one people” and “freedom, not socialism." 

Its biggest party, the Christian Democratic Union 
(CDU), took the lion’s share with about 43 per cent 
despite colourless leaders and a 40-year history of 
meekly blessing the policies of the now-disgraced 
communist leadership. 

Key role 

West Germany’s Christian Democrat chancellor 
clearly played a key role in the result, addressing 
hundreds of thousands of East Germans at six 


At their peak, the turnout rivalled the biggest of 
the Leipzig Monday protests that topplea Erich 
Honecker’s Stalinist old guard. In recent weeks. 
Kohl drew far more fans than any other politician — 
and more than he ever gets at home. 

The victory was also an enormous boost to Kohl’s 
prospects in West Germany's elections in Decem- 
ber. 

Deaf to criticism he was stampeding East Ger- 
many towards unity. Kohl unveiled sweeping plans 
to introduce the powerful West German mark as 
legal tender here and make unification a simple 
decision for East Germany. 

The offer of a quick jump towards Western 
affluence was clearly more tempting chan Che mes- 
sage of caution that parties to the left, including the 
Social Democrats (SPD) and the communists, ham- 
mered home to worried voters. 

Unify 

“We said from the beginning that we wanted 
German unity without any ifs, ands or buts,” said 
Lothar de Maiziere, the low-key head of the Eastern 
CDU. 

“People have decided most of all for a quick route 
(to unity)," a dejected Ibrahim Boehme, head of the 
badly bruised Social Democrats (SPD), said in his 
first reaction. 

Oskar Lafontaine, the Western SPD's probable 
challenger to Kohl in December, charged the con- 
servatives had won by making pie-in-the-sky 
promises. “The people have bet on the man who 
promises big money, he said. - 

Volker Ruehe, general secretary for Kohl’s Wes- 
tern CDU, was quick to claim victory for KohL 
“This is first of all a victory for our friends here, but 
of course also for Helmut KohL He took a big risk, 
he committed himself completely,”. Ruehe said. 

Kohl’s prolonged reluctance to accept Poland's 
Oder-Neisse border as final, angered Warsaw, upset 
many ofBonn’s European allies and drew a cautious, 
rebuke from De Maiziere but clearly did the East 
German conservatives no harm. 

Nor did the last-minute withdrawal of one key 
conservative alliance leader, Wolfgang Schnur of 
the Democratic Awakening Party, who admitted to 
having been a security police informer. 

East Gemany's liberals, backed by Bonn Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher’s Free 
Democratic Party, did well enough with five percent 
to make a mirror-image coalition of the centre-right 
possible in both states. 

Alliance 

De Maiziere, a descendant of a French Protestant 
family thatsougbt asylum in Berlin in the early 18th 
century, said the alliance would have to form a 
broad coalition but did not say which parties he had 
in mind. 

The conservative romp removes a major com- 
plication from the current inter-German talks on 
unification and could open the way for pan-German 
elections as early as this December. 

A strong CDU on the Eastern side of the negotiat- 
ing table will present fewer problems for Kofi than

EAST BERLIN, March 19, 
(Reuter): Lothar de Maiziere. a 
human rights lawyer and lay church- 
man who gave East Germany's Chr- 
istian Democrats (CDU) new respec- 
tability, seems set to be the former 
communist state's last prime mini- 
ster. 

A slight man with a speech 
impediment, De Maiziere. 50, led the 
CDU to a surprise triumph in Sun- 
day’s first free election, overcoming 
its 40-year history as fellow travellers 
of the ousted Stalinist regime. 

Last 

“I am sure this will be the last 
Volkskammer (East German 
Parliament) election," he told a telev- 
ision interviewer. He deflected 
queries about the premiership by say- 
ing: “I won’t talk about personnel 
questions tonight.” 

Victory left him almost lost for 
words. 


As jubilant supporters chanted a 
new slogan — “Lothar, Lothar” — 
at the CDLTs election party, the lik- 
ely furore leader of East Germany 
could only say: “This is an unexpec- 
tedly good result winch makes -us 
very proud.” 

A former orchestral viola player 
with a professorial grey beard. De 
Maiziere has flourished in the 
shadow ofWest German Chancellor 
Helmut KohL who totally domin- 
ated the East German CDLTs cam- 
paign. 

His speeches failed to warm up the 
crowds before Kohl's booming voice 
brought them to their feet at cam- 
paign rallies. 

But his conciliatory manner may 
prove an asset in building a broad 
coalition to negotiate an economic 
and monetary union as a prelude to 
unification with West Germany.

Sharpeville recalled 



SHARPEVILLE, South Africa, (Reuter): 
Adam Malefazze is still waiting for an 
apology 30 years after the bullets of Shar- 
peville crippled him for life. 

He survived the worst massacre in 
modern South African history but only 
after 10 bullets smashed his knws and left 
both legs virtually useless. 

Malefane, then a 25-year-old office clerk, 
says a white policeman kicked him as he lay 
bleeding among the dead and wounded and 
mockingly told him to sing anti-apartheid 
slogans. 

“When will the whites apologise to the 
blacks forwhat they have done?” the stocky 
former bodybuilder asked in an interview, 
seated with his crutches by his side in his 
township home. 

Turning point 

The 1960 killing by police and troops of 
69 blacks in Sharpeville township south of 
Johannesburg marked a turning point in 
South African history. 

For the first time, the word “apartheid” 
was emblazoned across front pages around 
the world and newspaper readers became 
aware of the harsh nature of racial segrega- 
tion in South Africa. 

The massacre also provoked some vote- 
less blacks to take up the armed struggle in 
their campaign for political rights. 

Malefane was among hundreds of people 
who gathered outside the township’s ponce 
station on the morning of March 21 , 1960, 
to protest against the bated Pass Law sys- 
tem that restricted the movement ofb lacks. 
The system was abolished only in 1986. 

The crowd planned to band in their pass 
books to thepolice in line with a nationwide 
anti-apartheid campaign organised by the 
Pan-Africanist Congress (PAC), a radical 
breakaway group from the main black 
nationalist group, the African National 
Congress ( ANC). 

The people were singing freedom songs 
and thro wing their pass books in die air, but 
were otherwise peaceful. Few expected 
violence and some women had brought 
children. 

“We had no sticks, spears, or stones — 
nothing,” said Malefane. Using his mut- 
ches, he accompanied a Reuter correspon- 
dent on a tour of the ate of the massacre, a 
patch of waste ground little changed since 


1960. 

His account of the incident tallied closely 
with those of other survivors and Sharpevi- 
lle residents. 

He said that at about 1 1.45 a.m., a black 
police officer told the crowd to move to a 
piece of open ground about 200 metres 
(yards) away where a government minister 
would come to hear their grievances. Most 
of the crowd refused to move. 

“At about 1.30 pjn. they said we must 
disperse. But they did not have loudspeak- 
ers and some of us didn't hear." 

“Five minutes later a black municipal 
police officer came and told us to move or 
we would be shot... three Saracens 
(armoured cars) drove up and parked out- 
side the station.... there were four helicop- 
ters above us. We could see whites inside the 
Saracens checking the machinery of the 
cannons mounted on top.” 

It was almost 1.40 pm when two black 
official cars drove up. A whiteman wearing 
a military uniform and carrying a stick got 
out of one of the cars. 

“We didn't see him give a sign, wave the 
stick or say anything, but then it sta r te d. .. 
the shooting went on for three or four 
minutes, maybe five,” Malefane said. 

He said the shooting came from heavy 
ma ch in e guns on the army Saracens and 
from dozens of white policemen with sten 
guns. 

He said that as he lay wounded two 
policemen came up to him and asked each 
other whether it was worth shooting him 
again. 

“No, he will die anyway,” he recalls one 
of the men saying. 

One of the officers kicked him in the legs, 
Malefane said. He looked up and heard the 
officer say: “You’re lookingatme. Now try 
saying Zzwelethu Afrika (our land Africa).” 

Treated 

Malefane said nothing. He went under 
police guard to a hospital in the nearby 
whites-oniy town of Vereeniging. 

He had to wait three months to be treated 
by a doctor. 

“Fm not a Kaffir (black) doctor,” an 
Afrikaner white doctor explained to him, 
be said.

A WELL-KNOWN Kuwaiti ban- 
ker has said the role of financial 
mtennediaries such as banks and 
financial institutions is very impor- 
tant in every economic strategy of 
any nation. Hence the need for this 
financial intermediation system to 
integrate well with the culture arid 
beliefs of a society is extremely 
important especially in an Islamic 
nation because Islam demands of 
its followers total integration of 
the religion in all aspects of an 
individual’s life. This has an 
important effect on the efficiency 
of an interest based intermediation 
system as it touches on two of the 
system's most important activities. 

Adnan Ai Bahar, general man- 
ager of the Kuwait Finance House 
was addressing a seminar on bank- 
ing and finance at the Kuwait S AS 
Hotel yesterday. The seminar was 
jointly or^urised by MEED’s local 
agent, MEFD Publishing Co. Ltd., 
UK and the SAS Hotel. 

Talking about the challenge of 
Islamic banking, Al Bahar said 
societies naturally seek to grow, 
develop and prosper. To achieve 
this they compete with each other 
which in turn forces them to utilise 
their resources in the most efficient 
manner on a continuing basis. 

He said Islamic societies must 
search for their own solutions, 
solutions that can satisfy their 
needs of active financial inter- 
mediation systems that operate in 
line with the .demands of the 
Mamie diaria. rearing a non- 
interest based financial inter- 
mediation system has its challen- 
ges, such as the need to develop a 
supervision and monitoring sys- 
tem and the mechanics to operate 
monetary policy. 

Al Bahar said: “However it is my 
belief that the cost and efforts that 
are needed by an Islamic society to 
adopt an often financial system are 
far higher in the long run because 
of inefficiencies than the short- 
tenn costs ofbuflding a system that 
has been specially designed to fit 
with the culture of these societies. 
An economic system like that if 
engineered with due care and 
attention from its very beginning 


has a good chance of breeding cor- 

S waie entities and entrepreneurs 
at are innovative and creative.” 
“I think that the Japanese offer 
us a good example, not that the 
Japanese are specially good at 
inventing new products but that 
they have adapted Western man- 
agement theories and practice in a 
way that allowed them to get the 
maxim nm efficiency and value out 
of their capabilities as a nation 
with the minimum waste of resour- 
ces and it has also helped thorn to 
develop some distinctive com- 
petitive ad vantages in areas such as 
quality control and the capability 
to perfect production systems and 
cut production costs,” he said. 

Al Bahar said: “Now let's look 
into how successful has Islamic 
banking been in developing into an 
alternative financial Intermedia- 
tion system that blends in the best 
possible maimer with the culture of 
Islami c societies, how resourceful 
has it been in developing it’s talents 
and capabilities to best support the 
development strategies of these 
societies and how well does it link 
these societies with the global 
capital and trade markets. 

The earliest Islamic financial 
institutions were established bet- 
ween 1975and 1977. This is at least 
twenty-five behind the major 
introduction of banking in most 
Islamic countries. But this was 
necessary as the design of a system 
that was suitable to local values 
needed local expertise in the finan- 
cial services industry which takes 
time to build. However in the 
meantime these nations urgently 
needed financial intermediation 
solutions. 

The earliest Islamic banks faced 
serious challenges ranging from 
general suspicions about their 
viability to a common mistrust of 
their intentions. It was a great 
challenge to build general public 
trust arid to convince the financial 
community at home and abroad of 
the soundness of their business 
methods. 

Since then Islamic hanking has 
steadily grown to a level where we 
today have an Islamic bank in 
neariy every Islamic country and 
those that still do not have one are 


in the process of establishing one. 
Many of these Islamic financial 
institutions today hold a major 
market share ranging between 10 
per cent and 20 per cent in their 
respective countries in spile of the 
fact that in all cases they are by far 
the youngest of all financial ins- 
titutions operating in these mark- 
ets. This can be seen in countries 
such as Kuwait, Qatar, Egypt, 
Sudan, Bahrain . and many outers. 

This clearly shows that Islamic 
hanks have been very successful in 
developing the financial inter- 
mediary model that best fits 
Is lamic societies. This is demon- 
strated in the market share that the 
Islamic banks have built over the 
past few yean in their respective 
markets, overcoming all the 
doubts in the market place and 
some not so successful initial 
experiences. 

Moreover several Is lami c finan- 
cial institutions have been operat- 
ing in the world's major financial 
centres in non-lslamic societies 
quite successfully primarily cater- 
ing to the international financial 
requirements of their traditional 
home based clients and acting as 
abridge between their domestic 
clients and the international finan- 
cial markets. 

He said Islamic banks at the 
beginning faced some difficulties 
in recycling these savings efficien- 
tly and this was due to two reasons: 

■ Very fast deposits growth 
reflecting strong customer demand 
for Islamically acceptable finan- 
cial products. 

■ These institutions were ventur- 
ing into new grounds, so while cus- 
tomer demand for banking 
services was relatively well 
developed in most of these mark- 
ets, instruments of financing and 
investment that confirmed to the 
Islamic sharia were totally under- 
developed. 

But the problem did not last 
long. Acceptable and efficient 
investment vehicles were 
developed during the ensuing 
periods and today Islamic banks 
are utilising their funds quite 
efficiently and in the process have 
developed some very successful 
and innovative financing and

investment techniques. These 
developments vary/rom one coun- 
try to another den- ading on the 
nature of each market. 

In Kuwait "Kuwait Finance 
House” was established in 1978 to 
be the first financial institution to 
operate its business in accordance 
with the Islamic sharia and still 
remains the only such financial ins- 
titution. Kuwait Finance House is 
the latest institution which came 
into being as financial services 
industry. In spite of being new, 
small and with limited experience, 
Kuwait Finance House was able in 
less than seven years, to carve a 
market share of approximately 20 
per cent and became one of the 
major financial institutions in 
Kuwait. 

KFH started operating in 1979, 
in a mature financial market with 
extensive service coverage, 
especially in the retail business, by 
large financial institutions with 
branch networks ranging between 
20 and 40 branches each. Besides 
this, there were other difficulties 
confronting Kuwait Finance 
House: It was to operate in a little 
explored field with very lim ited 
expertise or know-how to draw 
from. 

It was not considered a bank and 
hence faced many problems to 
secure acceptability by other finan- 


cial institutions and to convince 
them to do business on its terms. 

There was no clear institutional 
relationship between Kuwait Fin- 
ance House and the Central Bank 
of Kuwait. Therefore Kuwait Fin- 
ance House did not have a say in 
financial matters. 

Meanwhile, KFH had a very 
clear mission and a focused ana 
well communicated strategy to 
provide viable and Islamically 
acceptable alternatives to conven- 
tional banking products. 

A strong belief in and a commit- 
ment to the mission and goals of 
KFH shared by its shareholders, 
management, staff and customers 
and a shared sense of responsibility 
which helped create a very 
favourable corporate culture. 

Financial institutionsdid not see 
KFH as a competitor as they did 
not see it as a bank, so KFH was 
allowed some room to manoeuvre. 

There was a large potential 
demand for Islamic financial 
services as it became clear from the 
big turnover. 

KFH met wijhavery favourable 
response from customers and grew 
by leaps that surpassed 100 per 
cent growth rates in some years in 
both assets and profitability and 
proceeded to gain the high market 
share it enjoys today. 

KFH services were not confined 
to viable alternatives to conven- 
tional financial services, but 
gradually went beyond that by 
exploiting tfr* special talents and 
capabilities it gamed in the process 
to provide innovative and differen- 
tiated products that appealed not 
only to the Islamic segments but to 
many other segments of the 
society. 

KFH has given the Kuwaiti 
society the capability to use its fin- 
ancial intermediary function in a 
mann er that fits with its culture 
and values allowing a good percen- 
tage of the Kuwaiti society an 
acceptable and vaibie vehicle to 
channal its savings to finance 
Kuwait's economic development, 
and opened up the financial indus- 
try to Kuwaitis to seek a produc- 
tive and rewarding career. 

It has also given the consumer a 
means to finance his needs, and the 


businessman a chance to fund his 
business, all while at peace and 
harmony with ones faith and 
religion which creates the right 
base for people to bring out the 
best or their capabilities. 

KFH has also introduced new, 
innovative and very useful 
products and services to this 
society. Banks try to avoid mer- 
chandize risks and feel comforta- 
ble with risks of debt. On the other 
hand merchants prefer to deal in 
merchandize risks and are not 
comfortable with the risk of debt. 

In the retail markets. KFH iden- 
tified that the major needs behind a 
personal loan were to finance the 
purchase of cars, furniture or buil- 
ding materials. Hence KFH 
provided these goods to customers 
on installments by means of special 
purchase arrangements with the 
local suppliers, and because of its 
ability to purchase in quantities it 
was able to get a special discount 
and therefore offer a better price to 
its customers than the banks. 

Islamic banks have done a lot in 
linkin g their nations with the rest 
of the world especially the develop- 
ing world, more specifically Arab 
and Islamic countries. This has 
been done through opening bran- 
ches and subsidiaries in these coun- 
tries which helps the flow of capital 
and exports between them, while 
conventional Arab financial ins- 
titutions have concentrated their 
international operations mainly in 
the already developed Western 
countries. 

Al Bahar said to further clarity 
this, there are seven Islamic finan- 
cial institutions in the GCC coun- 
tries. These institutions today 
operate approximately twenty five 
units in the form of foreign bran- 
ches or subsidiaries (the biggest 
networks are those of Albarak and 
Dar Almal with KFH behind with 
a much smaller network). This 
makes an average of three and a 
half units per institution compared 
to Kuwaiti conventional banks' 
average of two units per bank. 

Islamic banks are also working 
hard on encouraging trade flows 
among Islamic countries and have 
created funds that are devoted to 
financing exports between these 


countries. They are also in the 
process of establishing a large trad- 
ing company that will be based in 
Bahrain with the purpose of 
encouraging the development of 
trade among its member coun tries. 

Another very important advan- 
tage is that financial institutions 
operating according to the codes of 
Islamic Sharia are in a much better 
position to withstand competition 
from global and pan-regional fin- 
ancial institutions in their local 
markets. In fact there are distinct 
opportunities for them to carve out 
a place for themselves in the global 
financial markets if they manage 
themselves well due to their dif- 
ferentiated products and special- 
isation in areas where large global 
players do not compete. This pos- 
sibility is of very important value 
to nations targetting an inter- 
national role for their financial 
services industry. 

He said that there is no doubt 
that Islamic banking is a phen- 
omenon that goes much deeper 
than the issue of merely a banki ng 
system structured to operate in line 
with the Islamic Sharia. It is a fun- 
damental shift in the attitude of 
our society that concerns all who 
are involved with it one way or the 
other. It reflects the growing 
awareness of Islamic societies that 
they really can not continue lo 
ignore tbeir heritage and societal 
values. 

On the contrary they must learn 
to live with it in peace and harmony 
and be proud of their independent 
character and social system. 

Meanwhile. Bankers' Day was 
organised at the Kuwait SAS 
Hotel by holding an exhibition of 
banking products and books on 
finance. 

The companies which displayed 
their products were top computer 
companies such as IBM, Wang 
(Kuwait Computer Services) and 
Computhink. Reuter, world's lar- 
gest electronic publisher displayed 
their latest products. McGraw and 
Butterworth books on banking 
and finance were displayed. The 
Middle East Financial Directory 
(MEFD 1990) which has been 
released this month was also dis- 
played.

BEIJING, March 19, (Reuter): 
China unveils its annual budget 
this week and economists say it 
will show a fifth consecutive 
deficit as the cost of bailing out 
state industry soars. 

The economists expect the 
1990 budget to be presented at 
the annual meeting of 
parliament to show a deficit 
similar to the eight to 10 billion 
yuan ($1-7 billion to 2.) billion) 
shortfall recorded last year. 

“Payments to state enterprises 
ballooned last year because of 
the austerity policy,” said a Wes- 
tern economist. “That trend 
should continue this year.” 

China slapped tight controls 
on spending and credit 19 mon- 
ths ago to check inflation and 
rein in economic growth. The 
policy was so effective that indus- 
try went into a. tailspia and many 
firms were left with stockpiles of 
unsold goods. 

The inefficient state sector, 
glorified by the hardline Marx- 
ists who seized control of the 
Communist Party last June, has 
been hit hard by the austerity 
policy, and Beijing has allocated 
vast amounts of money to bailing 
out state firms. 

The 1989 budget called for 52 
billion yuan ($1 1 billion) in sub- 
sidies to industry, but econ- 
omists estimate the cost was any- 
where from one-quarter to half 
as much again. 

Economists also expect con- 
tinued heavy spending on price 
subsidies for consumers in 1990. 

($8^5 btUion^in such subsidies 
last year, butis widely believed to 
have spent more than that 

Spending on agriculture, 
education and science is expected 
to increase and the military, 
which last year crushed a cam- 
paign for democracy that 
challenged communist rule, is 
likely to demand more money 
this year. 

China's leaders “want to keep 
things quiet,” said an economist 
“That means they will have to 
spend money." 

The government is hoping to 
raise income from taxes this year 
and plans to expand its nation- 
wide task force of auditors. 
Government income rose more 
than expected last year as new 
taxes were imposed, falling most 
heavily on private businessmen. 

Another major source of 
income will be government 
bonds. Beijing issued about 10 
billion yuan (S2.1 billion) of 
bonds in 1989, and economists 
expect a similar total this year. 

The government is expected to 
continue the widely presented 
practice of forcing people to buy 
bonds by deducting them from 
government employees' pay. 

Many old bonds fall due this 
year. The official media says 
Beijing will set aside 10 billion 
yuan to redeem old bonds, but 
economists say potential redem- 
ptions could be much higher. 

That would force Beijing to 
roll over old bonds into new ones 
or delay redemption payments, 
already a common practice. 

“They could roll over the old 
ones,'' said an economist. “Or 
maybe just not pay.

BONN, March 19. (Reuter): 
West German Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl, buoyed by the con- 
servative election triumph in 
East Germany, appealed to East 
and West today to set aside 
ideological divisions and build 
an integrated European econ- 
omy on the common ground they 
share. 

Kohl, delivering a keynote 
speech at the opening of a 35- 
nation conference on East-West 
economic co-operation,_ told 
government officials and indus- 
trialists it was time to forget 
narrow-minded nationalism and 
create a new economic order. 

“We are at a historical turning 


point,” he told the first session of 
the three-week long meeting, an 
offshoot of the Conference on 
Security and Co-operation in 
Europe (CSCE). 

“A Europe is emerging in 
which old and new democracies 
are coming together ... as 
ideological and political 
antagonism is overcome, there is 
a growing awareness of common 
ground in Europe." 

The conference, grouping all 
European nations except 
Albania plus the United States 
and Canada, has been thrust into 
the spotlight by the upheaval in 
East Europe and, more 
immediately, by Sunday's first 


free elections in East Germany. 

The surprisingly clear-cut vic- 
tory for the East German con- 
servatives was hailed on Sunday 
by Kohl as a dear choice for the 
free market and rejection of four 
decades of Stalinist central plan- 
ning — an economic model East 
European nations from Poland 
to the Soviet Union are also now 
jettisoning. 

“Nowhere did the scars of 
World War Two remain longer 
than in divided Germany,” Kohl 
said today. “But nowhere is the 
hope for a peaceful, united 
Europe stronger than here in 
Germany.

Minister flays rial exchange rate 


Iran seeks Western aid to 
revitalise industrial base 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, March 19, 
(AP): Iran's minister of heavy 
ind us tires says that the 
artificially low rate of exchange 
for the rial against the US dollar 
is the main problem faring Iran- 
ian industires, the official Islamic 
Republic News Agency reported 
today. 

Minister Nejab Husseiniah is 
a weekend speech to the Islamic 
Society of Engineers said, “the 
difference between the official 
and black market price of foreign 
currency is the root cause of 
dependence, problems in 
production and ill distribution of 
goods." 

Husseiniah said the rate gap 
was at the heart of the comiption 
in the country's distribution sys- 
tem. 

He added, “as long as we 
maintain this ratio, we are 
engaged in a counter-productive 
task." 

The official rate of exchange 
for the rial is 70 to one dollar, 
while the black market rate has 
gone as high as 1 ,350 per dollar. 


The government has attempted 
to short-circuit the black market 
by introducing a rate close to 
1,000 rials per dollar for some 
trade transactions. 

He said -the government, 
which controls msot of the 
foreign exchange, often makes 
purchases from abroad rather 
than going through the expensive 
process of coverting rials to 
dollars at the official rate to buy 
on the Iranian market. 

The country is also suffering 
from a chronic shortage of 
foreign exchange, Husseiniah 
said. 

The only way to overcome that 
shortage is to boost production 
the minister said. 

As an example of the ills facing 
major Iranian industries, herited 
the production of cars by the 
Saipa car manufacturing com- 
pany under licence from Ren- 
ault. 

The minister said the cars were 
sold for 710,000 rials, represent- 
ing a loss of 700,000 rials in 
production costs alone. The cars 


delivered were immediately 
resold on the black market for 7 
milli on rials, meaning the gov- 
ernment was losing 100 per cent 
of its potential revenue, Hussein- 
iah said. 

If the government wishes to 
pay subsidies, the minister said, 
“it should avoid paying it to this 
sort of production ana instead 
pay it in the form of cash aid to 
the public." 

Turning to the push for recon- 
struction m the wake of the 1980- 
88 war with Iraq, Husseiniah said 
the Islamic republic needed to 
increase investment in scientific 
fields and access to technolorial 
innovations. 

If world technology was on a 
scale of 1 to 100, Iran would rate 
a 36 in general, with a 50 in a 
machinery and a 25 in research 
and management, the minister 
said. 

Also Iranian industry was only 
producing at about 25 per cent of 
its capacity in machinery and 
equipment, the minister said.

Summit to discuss trade pacts

Brian Mulroney arrived in Bar- 
bados yesterday for a two-day 
summit with Caribbean leaders 
to discuss trade agreements and 
matters and other programmes.

Although signed by Moanunar 
Khaddafi and Lt Gen. Omar Hassan 
El Bashir, head of Sudan’s ruling 
junta, the agreement has yet to be 
ratified.

In return, 
Sudan is to provide Libya livestock, 
fruits and other items worth another 
$50 milli on 


Soviets and US open trade talks on optimistic note 


VIENNA, March 19, (Reuter): 
The Soviet Union and United 
States opened four days of talks 
today aimed at dismantling 
barriers to bilateral trade and 
extending a multi billion dollar 
pact that governs American 
grain sales to Moscow. 

Soviet President Mikhail Gor- 
bachev and US President George 
Bush have instructed their 
negotiators to try to complete a 
trade accord in for a June 
superpower summit. 

“Both parties are full of expec- 
tations,” head Soviet negotiator 
Yuri Chumakov, deputy mini- 
ster for foreign economic rela- 


tions, said as he entered the 
Soviet trade mission. 

Negotiators said they would 
spend today and tomorrow draf- 
ting a bilateral trade pact that is 
expected to offer Moscow better 
terms and could open the door to 
US-backed credit 

Western economists and ban- 
kers say the Soviet Union, once 
rated as one of the world's safest 
credit risks, has fallen on hard 
times in international banking 
circles.

Tree shade schools reopen in Sudan 


By Robert M. Press 

BOR, Sudan: Sometimes eagerness to 
leant can overcome even the violence of 
war. That's what’s happening in rebel 
areas of southern Sudan, a country now in 
its seventh year of a wre nching c onflic t 
that has seen perhaps a quarter of a million 
crvjtian deaths and several million people 
fleeing their homes. 

-.Many people still live in the south, and 
life goes on, somehow. Now, very slowly, 
like thetender notes of a calming song that 
brings a sense ofhope amidst chaos, young 
children are getting a new chance — for 
If many, the first chance — to get some 
education. Not much, bat some. 

Here's a .typical scene, deep in rebel 
territory. ' • ' 

Forty-five young boys and a few guis sit 
alert in the dirt under a tree in the vmage of 
Feriak, just south of this army town. 

“This is my name; my name is Afindi. 
This is my name; my name is AfindL” 
Later the children count aloud in En glish 
through SO. Over and oyer the students 
chant in unison the lessons their teacher, 
Atiny Makdi Yoao, leads them through. 
The total supplies of this tree-shade 
school? A single book, which the teacher 
uses; a blackboard propped up oh three 
sticks; chalk and eraser; and, for the chil- 
dren, pencil stubs and notebooks cut in_ 
half to stretch the meager^upply- — - \ — 

Those tiny notebooks and pencils have 
become prized possessions of eager 
students here and in a growing number of 
village primary schools under trees or in 
war-damaged classrooms across much of 
rebel-held Sudan. 

A young boy raced up to a United 
Nations relief vehicle recently outride Bor 
and begged — not for food, but forapenctl 
for school. Most boys in schools are 
naked; their families have no money for 
clothes. Girls come modestly dad. 

As quickly as schools open, they are 
flooded with students hungry to learn, 
despite extreme poverty, uncertainty 
about food, and occasional aerial bomb- 
ings. 

“When there is bombardment, the chil- 
dren are dispersed,” says James Mayan 
Benjamin, who co-ordinates education in 

the Bor area. “The wad day they come and 

we teach them again. All the teachers and 
the students are afraid of the bombings,” 
he says. 
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ringing as he followed us down the path. 

It is that kind of unquenchable spirit 
that is filling dasses — as soon as they open 
in the rebel areas — with students whose 
eyes are not drowsy, but straining to see 
every word their teacher writes on the 
board. 

“They are eager to learn,” says Magok 
Kur Magok, a high-school graduate and 
accountant-tnrned-teacher in the village 
of Maturing, near Bor. Within seven days 
of his opening the school, some 500 
students had enrolled. His own dedication 
is obvious, too: ’’When I saw that children 
in the area were eager to get education, I 
had to help. The education I got. I’m going 
to give." 

At one school, with grass-thatch walls 
and roof, and dirt floor, several scores of 
students were jammed together inside. 
They clapped when a visitor arrived, and 
then they started singing. A southern 
Sudanese on the scene said the song was in 
praise of the rebel Sudanese People’s 
Liberation Army (SPLA). But he turned 
away quickly when I asked him to explain 
that on a tape recording. 

A teacher at another location said 
schools in his area had been started by 
order of the local chairman of the SPLA. 
Yet another teacher, asked if he worked 
for the SPLA or the Sudanese Relief and 
Rehabilitation Association (SRRA), the .

“The greatest threat is logging which destroys the 
vine on which the plant survives,” he said. “The 
Rafflesia is rare, vulnerable and threatened. The 
entire species mifiht be wiped out if nothing is done." 

He said he once found acolony of Rafflesia buds

Specimen 

Jamili said he asked the government to give all- 
owances to villagers who have Rafflesia on their 
land and to pay them for alerting and guiding 
rangers to each bloom. 

Jamili said he hoped to identify areas where the 
Rafflesia thrive and charge tourists to view them to 
help pay for the conservation of the flower. 

Meanwhile, rangers in Kinabalu Park are camou- 
flaging each bloom.

FAMILY DOCTOR

ANAESTHETIC DISCOVERED IN 19TH CENTURY 

QUESTION: Why cm earth would anyone inhale nitrous oxide for fun? Pm a 
metallurgist, not a biochemist, but it seems to me that only effect would be to 
shortchange you on oxygen. For that matter, why would an anaesthesiologisi 
use it? Am I missing some important information here? 

Answer You are misting quite a bit of pharmacology and some important 
medical history as well. And (forgive the pun) the laugh may be on you, for 
nitrous oxide is also known as “laughing gas.” 

Back in 1844. Dr Horace Wells, a dentist from Hartford, Conn., who is 
credited with discovering this gas as an anaesthetic, was watching a theatrical 
demonstration of the effects of nitrous oxide. While generally the effects were 
those of euphoria and intoxication, frequently accompanied by hysterical 
laughter (thus the name), on this occasion, the subject became angered and 
jumped from the stage, cutting his leg deeply. 

Wells noied that though the wound should have been painful, there appeared 
to be no suffering on the part of the victim, a ad speculated on the medical uses of 
the gas. Although difficult to manage, nitrous oxide was found, useful as an 
anaesthetic. 

However, some misguided individuals seeking a cheap high still use this gas 
without due respect to the dangers of this treacherous gas. It may cause nausea 
and vomiting, shivering and trembling, hall urinations and confusion. In animal 
studies it has been shown to provoke fetal death, growth retardation and skeletal 
abnormalities, it's used in low doses for obstetrical analgesia (pain suppression 
where loss of consciousness is not needed). Since it's a weak agent, it's most 
frequently used with other more potentanaesthetics to reduce thedosage needed 
to maintain adequate effect. 

You're rightabout the need for oxygen though. Nitrous oxide is administered 
with no less than 30 per cent oxygen to maintain sufficient levels to the 
bloodstream, and thus the heart and brain. 

Question: My father's physician is suggesting a bone scan to try and determine i 
the cause of an ongoing pain. I would like to reassure Dad about the procedure, , 
but I don’t understand anything about it. Will you help? 

Answer Bone scans are used to evaluate bones and lo detect areas containing 
abnormalities that may have been caused by infections, fractures, tumors or 
other disorders. They are safe mid sometimes provide more detailed informa- 
tion than X-rays do. 

When a bone scan is performed, a liquid containing a little radionuclide 
(radioactive material) is injected into a vein. In about two hours, when the bones 
have had time to absorb the material, the scan begins. The radionuclide emits 
signals that a scanner can detect, and these signals are convened into images of 
the bones. Signals from problem areas differ from normal ones, so that they 
reveal arias where something may be amiss. The partem of the imageoffers dues 
to the physician that can help form an opinion or make a diagnosis. 

Scans take about 45 minutes. During the procedure, the patient lies still on a 
table as the seamier moves around his body. For some types of equipment where 
the scanner remains stationary, the table will be moved. Immediately following 
the scan, your dad will be able to return home. 

Radionuclide is excreted from the patient’s body within a day or two. When 
bone abnormalities are discovered by scanning, other tests may be necessary to 
clarify a difficult situation, and assure an accurate diagnosis.

Teach- 
ing takes them away from their subsistence 
family farms. The UN World Food 
Programme is considering funding food 
payments to teachers and for school meals, 
saw a UN official in Nairobi. 

Method 

Teacher training is a priority need, 
according to Ajit Akuei, the SRRA 
educational co-ordinator. Many trained 
teachers fled to Ethiopia or other parts of 
Sudan and are not likely to return until 
neape is restored, says one teachor. 
oftfitfse now teaching are doing so forfhe 
first time. With little training themselves 
and no books for the students, repetition 
for memorization is the basic technique 1 
many of these teachers use. And the i 
method isn’t working very well. 

But Garang, one of the young students j 
in the tree-shade school in Feriak, is soak- ■ 
iog up what’s available. Through a tran- 
slator, he explains that when he gets big, "I 
want to continue my education. I want to 
know what in the world is going on, to 
know the world, or to be in politics.” 

Some students in his class live far away. 
They sleep in the village, which is near a 
swamp, along the Nile. Mosquitoes are so 
thick they have driven a number of 
students to return home for good, says 
Garang. 

Then he made this request to the visiting 
reporter “We need mosquito nets and 
dothes. They are important to us. They are 
equivalent to exercise books. I don’t ask 
for more.”

But one wonders what Juliet would think 
of Romeo’s paean to evening: a high-waisted bubble 
of cocoon-wrapped shimmery silk aubergine gauze 
with lattice-lace sleeves. 

No need to buy tickets to the Moulin Rouge or the 
Lido — designer Thierry Mugler’s fall- winter ready- 
to-wear show for store buyers and press looked like 
a Paris nightclub. Mini dresses bared tbeleg right to 
its end aid necklines were slashed to the waist In 
back the dresses flared into saucy peplums under 
supertight waists. 

Add sequins, glitter, velvet rhinestones mix well 
with songs and dances by aging Paris nightclub stars 
from the 1950’s — Amanda Lear and Alice and 
Ellen Kessler. 

Throw in skin-hugging tights and low-cut flared 
jackets in tough and shiny black vinyl. Plus a trans- 
parent white stretch skin-hugging jump suit with 
rhinestones glued over the private parts. And you 
cooked up a girlie show from a Champs Elysee 
nightclub that staggered Mugler’s audience. 

Although the basic style of Givenchy changes 
tittle, his well-brought-up outfits sang with beauty 
and wearability after four days of far-out, 
sometimes vulgar styles in the 10-day fashion fes- 
tivaL 

To the beat of American jazz of the '50’s instead of 
the usual pounding rock, Givenchy paraded sigbed- 
over knitwear — loose jackets or coats over skirts or 
belted dresses, often with knitted-in tiger designs. 
Some outfits mixed colours such as plum and mus- 
tard. 

A black leather suit with a fitted collarless jacket 
bore the same rippling tiget motif in gold to match 
thegold jersey blouse. 

Karl Lagerfeld rolled out supershort, superyoung 
skirts, jackets and coals that are magnificent on 
supershort, superyoung women.

PARIS, (UPI): The hood revolution that has seized 
the Paris fall-winter ready-to-wear fashion shows 
burst out in a new form — miniature hoods in the 
Commes des Garcons parade for press ami buyers. 

Japanese designer Rci Kawa Kubo, in her ninth 
year of showing her unique styles in Paris, made 
grapefruit-sized hoods that bobbed on the backs of 
long white tunics over long slim black skirts. 

Another little hood decorated one baggy top 
transparent black bloomers. 

For the second season the artistic designer buried 
her black-and -white classics with colours as unusual 
as her styles. Chestnut brown, misty blue and pale 
apricot were used for short velveteen dresses or tittle 
skirts. 

Creations 

Some outfits with sheer jackets combined three 
hazy colours. 

Gumps of pleated ruffles clustered on the fronts 
or backs of long dresses. 

For most of her angular, uneven creations, she used 
mainly unwoven fabrics such as a bonded, synthetic- 


like packing material for loose short dresses. An 
exception was a real velvet shimmering in delicate 
stripes for long dresses with long, multi-coloured 
scarves wrapped around the neck or waist. 

Ecological fake furs, another trend in the show of 
92 designers, swung down the runway of Angelo 
Tarlazzi. Long bathrobe coats in black, burgundy 
or toast were breathtaking.

idea the pharmacy door would 
remain unopened for nearly a 
century. 

Now, after more than 78 
i m disturbed years, the drug store 
has become a unique time cap- 
sule of Victorian alchemy . 

And walking into the shop 
now you will find all the strange 
remedies, poultices and cure alb 
that he regularly dispensed to his 
customers. . 

Earlier this year a team ol 
valuers carried out an inspection 
of the tiny shop in south Pemer- 
ton, Somerset and uncovered me 
place completely untouched by 

backroom “medical 
museum" had been boarded up 
after William White’s death in 
1909. 

Mortar and pestles line the 
shelves, crammed with dusty 
stone spedman jars. Half an inch 
of dust covers the quartz carboys 
and domijohns. 

Samples of various tree baits, 
roots, gum, dried leaves, poppies 
and sinister concoctions lie 
behind obscure gold leaf labels. 

There's even arsenic and cyan- 
ide, prescribed in small, doses m 
Victorian times for curing head- 
aches, common colds and 
stomadi ailments.

And for rheumatism, 
a solution of opium, known as 
laudanum. 

The back room of the shop was 

sealed up when White died, ba v_ 
mg the business to his son Cha- 
rles, who was unqualified to dis- 
pense drugs and sold only patent 
medicines, wines and spirits.

Zurbriggen ends glorious skiing career 


ARE, Sweden, March 19, 
(Reuter): When Switzerland s 
Pirmin Zurbriggen skied the 
final race of his glorious career 
thi s weekend Alpine skiing lost 
one of its finest exponents and 
most exciting competitors. 

Zurbriggen was undoubtedly 
the greatest skier to have raced 
the Pistes since the great heroes 
of the sport, Austrian Franz 
Klammer, Sweden’s Inge mar 
Stenmark and Frenchman Jean- 
Claude Killy. __ 

But after winning a record- 
equalling fourth overall World 
Cup crown this season at the age 
of 27, there was nothing left to 
motivate him. 

For his uncompromising drive 
to excel in all disciplines was 
founded on extraordinary 
motivation, and the shy moun- 
tain boy from the village of Saas 
Almagell had run out of cb alien- 


gG5. 

‘During most of my life skiing 
was everything. But for some 
time now I have felt I wanted to 


pursue other goals. I cannot 
fo 


focus 100 per cent on skiing 
anymore, so it is time to go. 

“Twenty-seven is a good age to 
retire, when 1 am still a winner, 
he said. . 

The quiet, clean-cut Zurbng- 
gen, who has preferred to let his 

results speak for him, reached the

Perhaps I could 
continue w inning a race now and 
then in some discipline without 
being completely dedicated, but 
it is not for me,” he said. 

“When I was young skiing was 

a game. Then it turned into my 
living. But I have always treated 
it with passion.” 

When Zurbriggen burst onto 
the Alpine scene in 1981 it was 
suffering from increasing 
specialisation by skiers who 
would excel in one or two disci- 
plines and hardly enter races in 
the others. 

He and rival Marc Girardelii 
from Luxembourg, who has won 
three overall titles in the 1980s 
but missed this season through 
injury, changed all that — reviv- 
ing the all-round tradition of 
Austrian Toni Sailer and Killy, 
winner of three Olympic golds 
each in 1956 and 1968 res- 
pectively. 

Now that Zurbriggen has gone 
the spectre of the specialists is 
likely to haunt the sport during 
the close season. Apart from 
Girardelii there is no-one to take 
on the champion's mantle. 

Zurbriggen, who improved 
from 31st place overall in his 
1981 debut to win his first World 
Cup all-round title in 1984, has 
race victories in all disciplines — 
including 10 downhill triumphs. 
But his finest hour, which will

rank him among the finest of the 
slopes and was paradoxically 
also the beginning of the end to 
his career, was his gold medal at 
the 1988 Olympics in Calgaiy. 

Zurbriggen already held 
World Championship golds in 
four disciplines and was on target 
rx, »,;» third overall World Cup 


crown. But more than anything 
else he craved the Olympic down- 
hill gold medal. 

Zurbriggen had seen arch- 
rival and team-mate Peter 
Mueller make a brilliant run to 
dock two minutes 00. 14 seconds, 
and watched tensely as the foll- 
owing 13 skiers finished more 


than a second off the veteran’s 
time on the gradually deteriorat- 
ing Olympic course. 

Then it was up to Zurbriggen, 
the final starter in the elite group, 
to draw on the aggression and 
motivation which was always the 
secret of his success to stretch 
himself beyond his limit. 

When it really counted, he 
produced the run of his life for 
1:59.63. 

“It was the greatest 
achievement of my career. 1 had 
to beat the mountain, myself, 
and finally Mueller to win the 
gold,” said Zurbriggen. 

The secret of his success may 
well lie in his upbringing. Son of a 
hotelier, he grew up in toe moun- 
tains of south-western Swit- 
zerland near the town of the Zer- 
matt — a nigged area where 
tourism has only recently made 
an impact. 

“I come from an area where 
life is fough and the climate is 
demanding. People have always 
had to work very hard and this is 
in my genes,” he said. 

Although Alpine skiing will 
continue lobe a major part of his 
life, Zurbriggen does not want to 
be too close to toe slopes as he 
ruins his focus on a family life 
with his wife Monique who he 
married late last year. 

“Now life is more than just 
skiing. I want to settle down and 
have children,” said Zurbriggen, 
who has numerous skiing 
promotion offers. 

One of his projects include his 
own line of ski dothing with an 
Italian firm. “Perhaps I will 
sktudy language or business,” he 
added.
